WASHINGTON, Dec, 3 (AP)— 
The Federal Communications 
Commission today ordered-every 
broadcasting station in the coun- 
try to report promptly whether 
any payola practice has.figured 
in its operations in the last year. 
The directive went to’5236 sta- 
tions. It covers both. commercial 
and educational’® outlets in the 
standard radid, FM -radio atid 
television fields. 


The FCC order requires that 
the stations file sworn state- 
ments not later than Jan. 4, cov- 
ering station operations since 
Nov. 1, 1958. 

Payola Is Defined.. 
Payola is a term covering pay- 
ments for promoting records. 

. Officials said the object of to- 
day’s order is to. trace down the 
handling of ‘“‘sneaky commer- 
cials”—plugs Om the air which 
are paid for but not so identi- 


The officials noted that the 
Federal Communications Act 
specifically requires that all 
matter put on the air for which 
a remuneration has been paid 
to anyone must be identified as 
a commercial. 

Penalties for violations could 
range from an FCC reprimand 
to a license revocation proceed- 
ing. In addition; the communi- 
cations act provides for criminal 
penalties up to $10,000 fine or 
one year in prison; or both for 
“‘willful’’ violations of any of its 
sections. ,

A substitute bill for the pend-' 


ing amendment to the county’s 
rabies control ordinance was 
proposed for introduction in the 
council after a public hearing 
yesterday at the County Health 
Department. The substitute meas- 
ure is scheduled for introduction 
next Wednesday. 

Most important change it would 
make in the pending bill is to 
add an exception to the proposed 
requirement that dogs must be 


kept on leases or confined to! 


their owners’ property at all 
times. The exception would be 
when the animals are accom- 
panied by and under control and 
supervision of the owner. 

The change was added at the 
requiest of hunters and dog 
trainers who pointed out the dif- 
ficulty of using leashes while 
hunting* game or training dogs. 

The substitute bilk would re- 
duce the proposed license fee 
for unspayed female dogs from 
$10 to $5 annually. The fee of $1 
_ for spayed female and male dogs 
would remain. 

The bill a!so would drop the 
proposed $5 annual increase in 
licenses for dog-kennel owners. 

Retained in the substitute bill 
are requirements for inoculation 
of dogs annually against rabies 
and the obligation of anyone bit- 
ten by any animal to report the 
incident to the County Health 
Department. 

Under a recent ruling by the 
County Counselor’s office, the 
proposed law would be effective 
even in incorporated areas of 
the coun.y if those areas have 
no effective rabies control ofdi- 
nance of their own. Nothing in 
the original or substitute bill ap- 
plies to cats except a bar on 
abandonment of any animal sub- 
ject to rabies.

yesterday, Paul M. Butler, chair- 
man of the Democratic National 
Committee, said here today. 

Butler was in St. Louis to ad- 
dress a meeting of the National 
Warm Air Heating and Air Con- 
ditioning Association at the 
Chase Hotel. The association is 
holding its annual convention 
here this week. 

At a press conference, Butler 
said he does not believe birth 
control will be a political issue 
in the coming Presidential cam- 
paign. He added: “As the father 
of five children, I hope it will 
not be an issue.” 

“President Eisenhower made 
an admirable statement on this 
matter,” he added. ““We cannot 
impose our way of life, our form 
or our ideas 
about family life upon any na- 
tion. We should concern our- 
selves with the economic prob- | 


af food.” 


Asked who he believed would | 


be the Republican nominee for 
the , Butler said he is 
sure Vice President Nfxon will 
be nominated, 

“The Democrats do not care 
whom they nominate,” he added, 
“because we can beat either: of 
them (referring to Nixon and 
Gov. Nelson .Rockefeller of New 
York, a possible candidate), but 
| will be very tough oppo- 
nents,”’ " 

Concerning President Eisen- 


hower’s goodwill mission, start- | 


ing tonight, he said the Demo- 
crats ate not concerned over its 
political effects. “We wish him 
Godspeed and hope the trip will 
be fruitful,” he declared. 

Butler put. the blame for post- 
ponement of Mr. Eisenhower’s 
proposed trip to Russia on the 
President's political advisers. 
The trip had been planned for 
sometime this fall, but now is 
delayed until next spring. 

“Mr. Eisenhower’s advisers 
are smart enough to plan the 
Russian trip so that it will im- 
mediately precede the national 
conventions of the two political 
parties,” Butler said, adding, 
“I don’t charge the President 
personally with timing this trip 
to provide help for his party, 
but the people around him did.

of public assistance. 

The costs of this program are 
more than two billion dollars an- 
nually to the federal govern- 
ment, which pays 53 per cent. 
State matching funds bring the 
total to nearly four billions an- 
nually. 


gram to the American Public 
Welfare Association at the Stat- 
ler-Hilton Hotel. He said he 
would present the following to 
Congress: 

A “positive plan,” not yet 
announced, for medical care 
for recipients of old-age and 
survivors insurance, large 
numbers of whom are now be- 
ing forced to relief rolls b 
rising medical costs. ; 

A new federal program for 
independent self-care for the 
infirm and _ severely-handi- 
capped on the public assistance 
rolls. 

An urgent request for re- 
search into social problems 
that make persons dependent 
on public assistance. 

He has under serious study, 
and probably will also recom- 
mend the following: 


Revision of the Social Secu- 
rity Act to provide lump-sum 
grants to the states instead of 
channeling funds through the 
four categorical grants of the 
present law—aid to the aged, 
to dependent children, to the 
blind, and to the totally dis- 
abled over age 50. This pro- 
posal was applauded. 

Elimination, of residence re- 
quirements on all public assist- 
ance programs in so far as 
they are financed by federal 
funds. Applause greeted this, 

Aid to dependent children on 
the basis of need only, and not 
on the presence or absence of 
the father. Many communities 
cut off funds where fathers or 
a “father-figure’ are in the 
home. 

The major political issue in- 
volved in this program is medi- 
cal care for the aged. On this, 
Flemming said: “We will not 
lose sight of the fact that there 


is a real need, and I am :confi- 
dent we will be able to present 
a positive program to meet the 
need.” . 

Significantly absent from the 
Administration program outlined 
were some of the provisions in- 
cluded in a broad new relief plan 
favored by the Administration in 
mid-October. This means widen- 
ing the Social Security program 
to include all persons over 72. 


(OASI and old-age assistance 
are distinct programs. OASI is 
the social security pension pro- 
gram for persons over 65 paid 
from the money withheld from 
their pay and matched by an 
equal amount paid in by em- 
ployers. Old-age assistance con- 
sists of “‘relief’’ aid to the aged.) 


At present, federal grants to 
rehabilitate the severely disabled 
are limited to persons who can 
be expected to resume regular 
employment. This system rules 
out persons who could be taught 
to take care of themselves, and 
thus free some attending person 
for a working day.

Restoration .of big-game hunting 
over all of Missouri in the recent , 
open deer season was marked by 
the harvest of a million and a half 
pounds of red meat. Thousands of 
hunters had a grand and glorious 
time; but I have yet to hear any 
laudatory comment on this spec- 
tacular achievement. 

When in 1925 white-tailed deer in 
Missouri were dangerously near ex- 
ti a few more than 300 
were left sportsmen took it for 
granted big-eame hunting was gone 
forever. When the present Mis- 
souri Conservation Conimission 
took over in 1937, the picture 
chenged. A 20-year deer restora- 
tion program got under way. — 
Restoration was fortunately pred- 


by farmers and commis- 
field agents, were surprisingly 


ve. 

Farmers had a vital function in 
the restoration program. They 
agreed to organize refuge areas of 
from 5000 to 15,000 acres, protect 
the deer and provide food and water 
resources. Whitetails had been ex- 
tinct in the counties north of the 
Missouri river for years, and in- 
terest in restoration there was 
widesnread. . 

And the transplented deer did 
famously in these former barren 
counties. Alfalfa, corn and soy- 
beans grown on the rich soils stim-. 
ulated reproduction; some females 
had two and occasionally three 
fawns instead of a single one. 

Tf a concrete example is needed 
to prove the notable success of this 
program, it is at the doorstep of 
St. Louis. Hunters killed 1000 deer

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The Enlightened Way 


President Eisenhower was mistaken, we be- 
lieve, in brusquely rejecting the Draper com- 
mittee’s recommendation relating to birth 
control in certain underdeveloped countries. 
The question deserves to be seriously con- 
sidered in other than political terms. 

The Draper committee, in its study of for- 
eign aid last summer, reported that economic 
development efforts in many areas of the 
world are being offset by increasingly. rapid 
population growth. Noting that many nations 
have already adopted programs of population 
control, but that these programs are limited 
by a lack of trained social and public health 
workers; the committee proposed that the 
United States “assist those countries with 
which it is co-operating in economic aid pro- 
grams, on request, in the formulation of 
their plans designed to deal with the problem 
of rapid population growth.” 


Further, the committee recommended that 
our Government “strongly support studies 
and appropriate research as a part of its own 
mutual security program, within the United 
Nations and elsewhere, leading to the availa- 
bility of relevant information in a form most 
useful to individual countries in the for- 
mulation of practical programs to meet the 
serious challenge posed by rapidly expanding 
populations.” | 

It was this proposal, apparently, which the 
Roman Catholic bishops had in mind last 
week when they declared that Catholics “will 
not support any public assistance, either at 
home or abroad, to promote artificial birth 
prevention, abortion or sterilization whether 
through direct aid or by means of interna- 
tional organizations.” 

Now ‘the President emphatically declares 
that birth control is not a proper subject for 
government action of any kind. The United 
States does not intend to interfere with any 
other government which wants to adopt a 
birth control program, he says, but if such 
a government wants help it should go to “‘pro- 
fessional groups” and not to the Government. 
What the President did not seem to realize is 
that a discriminatory attitude of that sort 
would in fact amount to intervention in the 
other government’s decision. 

. . * 


There are several approaches to the popu- 
lation problem, one being birth control, one 
being emigration and another being increased 
food supply. If our Government, because of 
the religious views of certain church officials, 
said that it will help a country like India in 
all approaches to the population problem 
except the birth control approach, then: it 
would be mixing into a decision which be- 
longs to that country alone. Intervention 
which takes the form of withholding funds 
and information can sometimes be quite as 
effective as an outright public veto. 

It would be just as wrong for the United 
States to throw its weight against birth. con- 
trol in a certain underdeveloped country as 
it would be to impose birth control on a 
country that did not want it. We have no 
more right to dictate the social policies of 
such lands than we have to dictate what they 
shell teach in their schools. ‘

, lightened foreign aid policy. 


Nenotism’s a Relative Matter 


The disclosure that some dozen or more 
Senators have relatives on their payrolls, paid 
out of the public purse, has created the usual 
amount of accompanying fog. For instance 
David Brinkley opined on a television news- 
cast that the custom had been around a long 
time and no one has shown yet what was the 
matter with it. In times past this theme has 
been developed by members of both houses 
here and there declaring their conviction that 
nepotism on the whole is a good thing. 

Perhaps it would be helpful to recall that 
the funds involved come out of the pockets of 
taxpayers, and that the central question is 
whether these funds procure a satisfactory 
return in the form of services. Unquestion- 
ably there are cases in which a member’s wife 
or other relative might be the most valuable 
assistant he could obtain. Also unquestion- 
ably, the temptation to pay something for 
nothing, or for not very much, is so strong 
in cases of dealing with relatives that nepo- 
tism in public office does not come highly 
recommended. 

In any event, the Representative who paid 
$6000 a year to a son who was attending George 
Washington University was overdoing it a 
little. So was the Representative who had 
his wife and four sons on his payroll ‘at vari- 
ous times during 13 years and paid them a 
total of $122,000. The same may be said for 
the Representative who kept his son on his 
payroll for five months after the young man 
began working for a California plane firm. 

To prevent abuses such as these, the least 
both House and Senate can do is to make 
prompt and full accounting to the public of 
the payrolls they support on public funds.

This population growth affects much more 
than schools. It raises new problems of po- 
lice and fire protection, maintenance of zon- 
ing ordinances, health regulations, and change 
in the general character of the affected neigh- 
borhoods, It suggests the question of wheth- 
er sizable parts of the city are deteriorating 
faster than other parts are being reclaimed. 
That is why the Board of Education studies 
call for even broader analysis. The city should 
know what is happening to it.

Checking It Up to Missouri 


Dr. Elmer Ellis’s address to St. Louis area 
alumni of the University of Missouri Wednes- 
day night was a spirited, informed, docu- 
mented discussion of higher public education 
in Missouri. 

With the true historian’s scrupulous regard 
for facts, Dr. Ellis showed that Missouri 
needs to do more, not less in. the support of 
university training if this state is not to fall 
still further behind in the national procession. 
He spelled this out simply and clearly in 
terms of the supply of university and profes- 
sionally trained manpower which Missouri 
must have in increasing numbers in the years 
ahead. : 


Agreeing readily that the cost of higher 
ucation, like costs generally, present seri- 
us problems for us all, President Ellis said 
that today approximately half the funds used 
at the University of Missouri come from state 
taxes. The other half comes from student 
fees, federal government appropriations (usu- 
ally for research or special projects), from 
gifts and grants from corporations and foun- 
dations and from self-sustaining student serv- 
ices and university enterprises. 

With a recent $30 increase in student fees, 
the University of Missouri meets what Mr. 
Ellis calls “the national norms” or the aver- 
age of other states in the matter of student 
fees. But Missouri lags far back among the 
states in providing tax support for higher 
education. Recent figures show Missouri’s per 
capita support to be only $6.32 which is but 
little more than half the national average of 
$11.50. In the 50 states Missouri stood in 
forty-fifth place. 

A costly consequence of this niggardly pol- 
icy toward tax support of higher education 
is the fact that Missouri, in President Ellis’s 
words, “is one of the most backward states in 
this region in higher education measured by 
percentage of college graduates in the adult 
population.” His figures record that only 
one state in the seven surrounding Missouri 
is worse orf in this regard. | 

Dr. Ellis discussed in detail such matters 


as fees to out-of-state students. Here he — 


made it plain that these are matters of reci- 
procity and that Missouri gains more by not 
having to maintain all the professional schools 
that many other universities provide: He 
showed also that in New England all six 
states have joined in a policy of no additional 
out-of-state fees, providing the students study 
specialized programs not taught in their own 
states. 

We hope Missouri alumni in all parts of the 
state invite Dr. Ellis to talk on this subject. 
He could hardly do better between now and 
the meeting of the 1961 Legislature than to 
take his message to the people dozens of 
times. The people will hardly find it surpris- 
ing that a public university depends on public 
support. ,

Responsibilities of Both Labor ‘and Industry 


President of American Motors Has Specific Proposals for Each 


Extracts from.an Address 
by George Romney, 
at the Franklin Institute, 
Philadelphia 


When our Constitution was being 
drafted, the framers seemed as sensi- 
tive to freedom—and its antithesis— 
power—as if each had just made an 
escape from bondage. You cannot 
read the accounts of that momentous 
spring and summer without feeling 
that the air was charged with the 
ardor of liberty. And you cannot con- 
sider liberty without considering 
power. 


Is: anything plainer in history than 
the fact that con- 
centrated power, 
whether it is 
*‘countervail i n g”’ 
of or not, always 
finds its final ex- 
pression in domi- 
nation? We are 
face to face with 
the dangers of such domination. Ex- 
cessive power of industry required 
reforms that reduced that power and 
opened the door to greater power for 
unions. Our laws became two-faced, 
banning monopoly power in the mar- 
ket place, but inducing it in collective 
bargaining. The steel strike is a force- 
ful illustration of the result, 
powerful unions banded together. The 
steel industry massed itself. And there 
they stood, two massive antagonists, 
both far greater in their strength than 
some foes whose struggles changed 
the course of civilization. 


Must we wait for a whole series of 
national emergencies such as the steel 
strike to throttle us before acting? 
Isn’t it far wiser to tackle the causes 
of the national steel emergency before 
others arise? ; 

After passage of the Wagner Act in 
1935, union power was substituted for 
business and agricultural power as the 
most important single political in- 
fluence in our country. Today we are 
faced with inherent dangers of. exces- 
sive union power as well as excessive 
industry power. 

The cne sound and adequate solution 
is the elimination of the conflict in our 
national economic policy and adequate 
division of collective bargaining power. 
This country cannot progress econom- 
ically half competitive and half mon- 
opolistic. Such economic conflict is as

destructive of economic progress as 
our earlier division over slavery and 
freedom was to our social progress. 

Then what must we do? 

The answer is not the application of 
the antitrust laws to unions. Here are 
some specific proposals for amending 
our laws on collective bargaining that 
may not be the final answer but at 
least I think they recognize the basic 
problem. 


First, the combining of national 
unions for the establishment of com- 
mon bargaining demands or use of 
economic power should be prohibited. 
The same prohibition should apply to 
national employer organizations. 

Second, unions representing more 
than about 10,000 employes of a single 
employer should be prohibited from 
combining to establish collective bar- 
gaining demands or exercising joint 
economic power against more than 
one enterprise. Unions should be free 
to combine in bargaining with em- 
ployers having less than about 10,000 
employés, but. only within prescribed 
geographical limits. The same pro- 
hibition and political limitation should 
apply to employers’ and employer 
organizations, 

Third, in our basic industries, af- 
filiated unions,of a national union 
representing employes of a single 
large company, regardless of size, 
should be permitted to combine in 
their collective bargaining demands 
and joint use of bargaining power,

Fourth, the law should not prohib’’ 
union co-operation aside from _ the 
above limitations. 

Now, let's turn to the concentraticn 
of industrial power. One of the factors 
that prevents needed action is the pub- 
lic misconception as to the advantages 
of colossal size in industry. 

. Actually, there is some basis for 
union and public opinion that colossal 
industrial power justified colossal 
union power. I believe our antitrust 
laws, which were enacted in our early 
stage of-industrial development, need 
to be modernized and strengthened to 
cope with new problems created by 
excess industrial power. 

I believe preservation of the com- 
petitive principle is dependent upon 
its complete development by provision 
for eccnomic birth as well as economic 
death in our major basic industries 
Recently I made some specific recom- 
mendations for economic birth based 
on the degree of market domination in 
such industries. 


Briefly, this was what I proposyd— 
when a company engaged in only one 
basic industry is doing more than 35 
per cent of the business, or when a. 
company engaged in more than one 
basic industry is doing more than 25 
per cent of the business, such com- 
panies should be required to submit 
to a specified public agency their own 
programs for reducing their percent- 
age of the particular business involved. 

An obvious way for them to do this 

would be through the creation of more» 
than one company from the old com- 
pany. In other words, by the process 
of division, or economic birth. Ad- 
herence to such percentage figures 
only guarantees the future existence 
of four or five companies in each 
basic industry. 
_ This proposal would reward, not 
penalize, companies for being success- 
ful. It would aot prevent bigness or 
maximum technological efficiency—it 
would insure a minimum number of 
competitors as a basis for public re- 
liance on competition rather than gov- 
ernment control, 


When a company acquires a large 
share of control over a basic industry, 
it begins to fear the shadow of adverse 
government action. It must aeces- 
sarily begin to restrain itself, to hobble 
its skill. We need all of the competi- 
tive skill we can get. We must seek 
to increase it, not restrain it.

HENRY WAS AN ENERGET- 
IC MAN with a great capacity 


for hard work. The. tougher the 
job and the tighter the deadline, 
the better he liked it: When he 
went to work in the engineering 
_department of a power company, 


he noticed that the other men 
appeared to be under a great 
strain. ‘Terrible pressure on 
this job,” they told him. 

At first Henry could find noth- 
ing to support this complaint. 
But a few weeks later, he too 
was starting to feel the pressure. 
His work was off schedule and 
the approaching deadline made 
him feel gee When his proj- 
ect was finished, he resigned 
and went to another job. ~~ 

Henry was an engineer, not a 
human relations specialist, or he 
might have noticed: 

The atmosphere around the 
office was cold and forbidding. 
There was very little personal 
contact between staff members. 
The department heads were 
snobbish and aloof. No one cared 
how the men felt. 

Henry’s employers—and many 
others like them — had not yet 
learned the basic psychological 
principle that people don’t stop 
being people the minute they en- 
ter factories or offices. 

Work in itself provides many 
basic satisfactions. But for the 
great majority of people, there 
must be also the satisfaction 
which comes from warm, per- 
sonal relationships. 

Even more important are the 
relations with foreman and su- 
pervisor. The boss is a very im- 
portant person in an employe’s 
life, not only because of h's pow- 
er over the employe’s livelihood. 
The workers exvect him to tell 
.them what to do, to show ap- 
preciation, and to help them out 
with their problems. If the boss 
should fail them they feel let 
do‘vn, 

Ignoring the employes’ human 
needs damazes their self-respect, 
morale, and peace of mind. 

Ruth warked as a secretary 
for one of the p2rtners in’a le- 
gal firm. She had a f'ne ranuta- 
t' as a very capable worker. 
When she wes transferred to an- 
other partner. however, he soon 
complained to the office mana- 
ger: “She takes dictation very 
poorly and has to retype most of 
her letters. She has severe head- 
aches and backeches, and four 
times during the past eight 
wee':s she’s ‘been out with 
colitis.” 

He insisted Ruth be given a 
talking-to, and perhaps outright 
dismissal. But the office mana- 
ger knew where the trouble lay. 
The girl’s former supervisor had 
been a kindly person. The new 

supcrior was a tactless snob. 
Ruth’s morale and health were 
saved by placing her in another 
job, where her symptoms dis- 
apneared.

nothing wrong with the organs of the body. But the bloating

Let’s be blunt. The commonest causes of this are not 
diseases. Ordinarily pills or other medications don’t help 
much if any. The answer, in the majority of cases, is much 
simpler than that. 

The likeliest causes are eating too rapidly; not chewing 
food thoroughly (often due to poor teeth), eating- while emo- 
tionally upset (and some people are such worriers that they 
are emotionally upset most of the time), and swallowing large 
amounts of air. , | 


It is my observation that this trouble is more often 
found in people who for years have never indulged 
in. vigorous exercise, although I do know of some 
cases here and there in which physically active people 
have been the victims. 


Poor muscle tone in the stomach often plays a part in 
this trouble; maybe that is why the distress so often singles 
out those who haven’t been very physically active. 

Spasm of the valve which allows the stomach to empty 
into the rest of the intestinal tract is another possibility, This 
is seemingly usually found in the tense, nervous worrier. So 
again you come back to one of the basic troubles: jitters. — 


It is true that organic diseases can produce the 
same sort of symptoms, on the surface at least, so a 
check-up by your physician is well worth the trouble. 


But when there is no sign of organic disorders, then the 
answer lies in these very simple remedies: Eating slowly, 
learning to relax, chewing food adequately and getting the 
teeth fixed if they need it, and observing your eating habits 
closely to see whether you aren’t, unconsciously, swallowing 
gulps of air as you eat.

Reducing Tensions on the Job 
Boss Makes the Rules, Should Reme mber to Meet Employes’ Human Needs 
r— EMPLOYES ARE PEOPLE, TOO. —— 


His assistants have no hesitation 
in coming to him and saying: 
“Mark, you’re working us too 
hard.” He'll listen, and his men 
admire and respect him. 

Sometimes supervisors are the 
butt of complaints which have 
nothing to do with them. Em- 
ployes will often express against 
a supervisor a hidden resent- 
ment they once felt toward their 
own father, and which they con- 
tinue to harbor. The person car- 
rying on the rebellion against 
the ‘“‘father-supervisor” is sel- 
dom aware of the real reason for 
his action. 

Also employes will compete 
with each other for a super- 
visor’s affection, re-enacting the 
childhood conflicts between 
brothers or sisters. Or the super- 
visor may become a substitute 
target for an employe’s resent- 
ment against wife or husband. 
Female employes who resent the 
domination of a husband may 
carry this battle into the office. 
Male employes who are hen- 
pecked at home may resist be- 
ing ordered around by the boss. 

Now we'd like to talk to the 
non-supervisory employes. Re- 
member that your supervisor is 
an employe too. He gets more 
pay and more privileges than 
you, but he also has more re- 
sponsibility. 

You get the pressure from 
above—but he gets it from be- 


concerned about you and your 
welfare, and also be worried 
about meeting impossible dead- 
lines and quotas, operating short- 
handed, moving ahead against 
conflicting orders, etc. 

- Your supervisor is human like 
you, with the same kinds of per- 
sonal problems, the same kinds 
of unreasonable ténsions. He is 
as much in need of sympathy and 
understanding from you, as you 
are from him. Co-operation, un- 


for their satisfaction and good 
performance? : 

Given a list of 10 conditions, 
one large group of employes 
rated ‘‘good wages” as fourth, 
“job security” fifth, and ‘‘good 
working conditions” eighth. 
Ahead of these they gave first 
place to “full appreciation of 
work done,” second place to

place to “sympathetic help with 
personal problems.” 

You can improve human rela- 
tions and reduce tensions in your 
place of business if you: 

1, Show your appreciation, 
with adequate wages, increases, 
promotions and job tenure, but 
also with personal indication that 
the work is appreciated. 

2. Keep them on “the in.” A 
person works best on a project 
when he knows all about it from 
beginning to end, when he’s got 
a personal stake in it. Call your 
staff together, explain the proj- 
ect, and ask them to discuss it. 
Not all the brains are in the 
front office." A strong, secure 
supervisor will encourage his 
m2n to come up with new ideas. 

3.When they complain, listen.

The Casserole Isn’t a Catch-all

MANY MEN I KNOW are de- 
veloping a strange malady which 
psychiatrists someday may rec- 
ognize as the Casserole Com- 
plex. It comes not only from a 
fear of casseroles, but from an 
all-consuming curiosity about 
what the hell goes into them. 

My sympathy went out to the 
hero of a_ recent best-seller, 
“The Last Hurrah,” who went 
hungry all evening because he 
couldn’t eat his hostess’s cas- 
serole, which he described as .a 
gray sort of stuff with lumps in 
it. That’s a pretty good descrip- 
tion of too many casseroles. 

A lot of women seem to have 
been overcome with the delusion 
that you can dump almost any- 
thing into a baking dish, add 
some seasoning and sauce, and 
by calling it a casserole, clear 
the refrigerator of odds and 
ends. 

The husband of such a wife, 
when he sees another casserole 
in the place of honor at the 
table, is apt to be seized with 
fits of trembling. Guests are in- 
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water and mix that with a cup 
of sour cream. Heat it slightly, 
pour it over the veal, mix it in 
well, put it over low heat and 
let it cook until it’s thickened. 


DOWN SOUTH they make a 
pork chop and sweet potato cas- 
serole, which is a pretty example 
of what a casserole can be, if 
you like southern cooking. 

Grease a casserole, peel some 
sweet potatoes, and put a layer 
of slices in the bottom of the 
dish.

Keep 
this up until the casserole is two 
thirds full. 

Heat enough milk and pour in 
to just about cover the sweet po- 
tatoes.

Europeans in Africa 


NEW YORK, Dec. 3. 

_I HAD A VISIT the other morning from two representa- 
tives from the Central African Federation of Rhodesia and 
Nyasaland, Their names are Joshua Nkomo and Kanyama 
Chiume, 

At first they had some difficulty in explaining to.me why 
they came to the United States, but soon their story became 
clear. They cannot appear before the United Nations because 
their homelands are colonies of Great Britain. And it is really 
not so much the colonial policy of Britain that they are fight- 
ing—though they do eventually want their freedom. They 


‘gre really disturbed by the European settlers. 


In their countries there are some 300,000 Europeans 

as against some 7,000,000 native Africans. They say 

that. the settlers not only have taken the best land 

from the natives and left them only the poor portions 

of the land, but that all positions in government are 

*_ filled by European settlers, . 

; There are missionaries in Rhodesia and Nyasaland who 
apave started schools for the natives, and the government also 
gives them some support. But there is no system of govern- 
ment education for all the children and no opportunity at 
all for.natives, who have managed to educate themselves 

through the early years, to go on to any higher education. 
‘-« There are in:central Africa some African congresses that 


are legal organizations and which advocate fuller African 


representation in government. In the Rhodesia-Nyasaland 
area, however, the Europeans have their own government 
_ and there is no representation for Africans in that government. 
* Earlier this year Dr. Hastings Banda, who was educated 
in the United States and was president of the Nyasaland con- 
~ gress, was imprisoned with other African leaders and, accord- 
ing to my informants, they were imprisoned without charges 
‘ but on the basis that a rumor was circulated that there was 
a ‘‘massacre plot” brewing. 

My two visitors were not in their own country at the 
‘time of the arrests, but cannot now return to their country, 
.€ither. So they have been trying to interest the people in 
their predicament and also are seeking financial help for 
-the families of the arrested leaders. “The setup of African 
family life is such that often one man is responsible for many 
_ members of his family, Thus, when he is arrested the hardship 
’ ig incalculable for many people. 


‘T have felt right along that Great Britain was 
, trying to face the fact that the day of colonial pos- 
- gessions was over. I. was under the impression that 

if there were to be new settlers in colonial areas they 

would have to take living in equality with the natives, 

and that in preparing for this the British government 

was providing native education and participation in 
every government area. Thus, when and where free- 
dom was granted there would be qualified native citi- 
zens ready to take over the responsibility of govern- 
ment. 

The wave of freedom, seekers throughout the world is 
making it unlikely that any kind of colonialism under any 
alien government will exist for very long. So, it seems to me, 
the important thing, for all who have an opportunity to help 
Mevelop these areas of the world is to look upon the future 
as an opportunity to live together and work co-operatively and 
to prepare the peoples of the new nations for their future 
tesponsibilities as well as possible.
